ocally put on a sound footing.

with forebodings in some quarters 
—grow into a successful cohesion 
impregnable against 
assault, and strong 
to withstand the 
shocks’ of domestic 
differences of opinion. We 
observed the spirit of unity during 
1914 to 1938, and we sensed this 
unchanging Joyalty even in the 
roldst of subsequent demands for 
ta voice in the Empire's foreign 
policy. No, the Colonials are 
not as supersensitive as Sir 
Robert Horne would make out. 
New Zealand. may. well. be 
disappointed at the Imperial 
Government's decision as to the 
Singapore naval base scheme, 
and Australia (or rather a section 
of it) might feel resentful; never- 
theless such matters are not of 
themselves sufficient to shake the 
foundations of the Empire 
brotherhood, nor can an unbiassed 
observer consider that the Home 
Government's decision has flouted 
Colonial opinion as & whole.  _

THOSE “ ATMOSPHERIC.” 
Often when you switch over to 
the second LF. stage (using 
phones) the advantage in loud- 
ness. is outweighed by the 
scratching and crackling. Every~ 
thing “may apparently be in 
‘order, amd yet a surprising 
improvement may sometimes be 
made by placing a very high 
resistance across the secondary 
leads of the last stage. The ex- 
periment is easily tried. 


Instablility of dull ‘emitters 
when used in the ordinary re- 
generative circuit can sometimes 
be overcome in the following 
simple way. A piece of ordinary 
electric light “flex” is untwisted 
for about two inches, so as to forrti 

“legs ” proceeding from the 
twisted part. The braid should 
preferably be removed, leaving 
only the rubber covering. This 
now forms a small condenser and 
if one “leg” be laid on the anode 
jead, and ‘the other on the grid 
lead (care being taken that there 
is no direct contact) the capacity 
-will aometimes be found to have 
the effect of keeping the valves 
steady. The capacity will de- 
pend upon the length of twisted 
flex which remains attached to 
the two legs It will be. noted 
that this is contrary to the rule 
that capacity around the enode 
circuit should be Kept ai low as 
Posrible. «

A USEFUL GALVANOMETER. 

There are many purposes for 
which a simple form of galvano- 
meter or amperemeter comes in 
useful to the experimenter. The 
more elaborate forms of instru- 
ment are usually expensive, and 
im many_.cases. ate unnecess- 
arily accurate for general work. 

Asimple galvanometer can be 
made with an ordinary compass 
needle (the kind which is mounted 
inside 8” small glass-covered, 
circular metal box), and a ecard-f, 
board. tude about. 34 jn. .in 
diameter and about 1 in. long. 
The cardboard; tube should be 
wound with about four Jayers of 
No. 30.5. W.G. wire (the exact size 
‘of wire is not important, however, 
nor is the number of turns or 
layers), and should be mounted in 
a vertical place, by attaching to 
a suitable baseboard. 

“Across the horizontal dizmetor 
of the tube should be pliced a 
strip of wood, -at the centre of 38

Talking about polarity indica- 
tors, one is frequently asked how 
a simple one of these can be made. 
Well, a simple method’ is to 
take a short length of glass tub- 
ing, say 6 ip. long and about 1 in. 
in diameter (the exact size is not 
important, however), and obtain a 
tight-fitting cork for each end, a 
short brass screw being inserted 
through each cork, with a binding 
screw on the outside. 

A-small nut may be placed on 
the inner end of each screw-r 
so as to make a tighter fic in the 
cork. The tube should be filled 
nearly, but not quite, with a solu- 
tion of phenol-pthalein (which 
can be obtained from the chemist). 
When the poles cf a battery are 
connected to the terminals of the 
tube. a red spot will be noticed in 
the liquid in the region of the 
negative terminal. After use the 
tube should be shaken up, when 
the red colouration will disappear, 
and the tube is reidy for’ use 
again.
